The order of the day for the Lords to be fum- 
moned to take into confideration a motion relative 
to the election of Scotch Peers, to ferve in Parlia- 
ment, having (upon motion) been read, 

_The Earl of Avpetoun rofe, and defired that the 
refolution of January 1708-9, selative to the votes 
ot Scotch Peers, created Britifh Peers fince the 
Union, in cafes of election, might be gead. + 

The Clerk read it accordingly, and it purported, 
that ** At an election of the Sixtegn Peers of Scot- 
land, to reprefent the Scotch Peerage in the Britifn 
Parliament, or of any one of them, a Scotch Peer, 
who had been created a Britith Peer by patent fince 
the Union, fhould not be entitled to vore.’’ 

The Earl rofe as foon as this was read, and faid, 
the fubjeét on which he had taken thediberty of 
troubling their Lordthips, lay in a very narrow 
compafs. Ir was clear, from the Refolurion «fiat 
had been jaft read, that the matter had been caken 
into confideration early after the articles of Union 
between the two kingdoms were fettled, and it ap- 
peared that it had been very deliberately confidered 
and difcuffed, before the refulution was put upon 
the Journals. That refolution had remained unque- 
{tioned as to its propriety and juftice ever ince, nor 
had any Scotch Peer in the citcumftances deferibed, 
viz. that of having been created a Britifh Peer by 
patent, attempted to vote for any of the fixteen 
peers returned to reprefent the Peerage of Scotland 
in Parliament till the laft election, when two noble 
Dukes, who both poffeffed Britifh Baronies, voted 
for the two peers, vacancies for whofe feats had been 
made, in confequence of a late determination of that 
Houfe. His Lordthip faid, he imputed no blame 
whatever to the two noble Dukes in queltion, but 
as he conceived their Lord(hips meant that their re- 
folutions fhould be effectual, and not remain wafte 
paper, he thought there could be no objection to his 
motion, the purport of which was, * that a copy of 
the refolution of January 1708-9, be tranfmitted to 
the Lord Regifter of Scotland, as a rule for his fu- 
ture proceeding in cafes of eleétion.” His Lord- 
{hip concluded with moving the refolution in form. 

As foon as the motion was read, 

Lord Doug/as (Duke of Queenfberry)faid, the 
motion went materially to affect his rights, he hoped, 
therefore, the Houfe would not precipitately, and 
of afudden, decide a queftion of fuch a nature, but 
would fuffer him to be heard by his Counfel before 
they proceeded to decifion. 

Lord Ofborne (Marquis of Carmarthen) faid, 
the noble Duke appeared to miftake the nature of 
the motion altogether. It was not a quettion invol- 
ving in it confiderations of private right, but a plain 
fimple queftion, whether that Houfe meant_to abide 
by its refolutions or not? The refolution of 1708-9 
was, in his opinion, a clear well-founded maxim, 
fince as the Sixteen Peers reprefented the Peerage 
of Scotland, who were in fast no otherwife repre- 
fented, Scotch Peers created Britith Peers could 
have no claim to vote, as they fat in Parliament in 
their own right, and had no claim whatever to any 
part of the compenfation made by the aéts of Union 
to thofe, who, having given up their perfonal right 
to fit, could only fit virtually and by reprefentation. 

The Lord Chancellor left the Woolfack, and in 
a fpeech of cogfiderable length, fraught with much 
elaborate argument, ingenious reafoning, and many 
{trong appeals to the jultice of the Houfe, earneltly 
exhorted their Lordthips to be cautious how they 
proceeded precipitately, and of a fudden to decide a 
queftion of much greater importance, than it might, 
upon the firft blufh of it, appear to be. His Lord- 
fhip ftated, that a refolution of either Houfe of Par- 
liament, however unanimoufly carried, did not con- 
ftitute law; nothing, he faid, amounted to, or made 
law, but what had pafled both Houfes legiflatively, 
and had received the affent of the Crown in the form 
of an act of Parliament. That the Houfe were 
now called up in their judicial capacity to re-deliver 
a judgment that they had formerly delivered. ‘That 
there was no new cafe before the Houfe, and that it 
was diametrically contrary to the practice of every, 
even the loweft court of juftice in the kingdom, to 
re-deliver a judgment, uniefs in confequence of fome 
new cafe, that made fuch re-delivery neceffary. As 
a proof how little the refolutions of the Houfe were 
to be confidered as equal to law, he {tated, that on 
the 2oth of Ngcember 1711, that Houfe paffed a 
refolution declaring two noble Scotch Dukes, who 
had been created Britith Peers, incapable of fitting 
in that Houfe as Britifh Peers. He reafoned upon 
the injattice of thefe two refolutions in proportion 
to their different effes and operations. The firft 
took away the votes of the noble Dukes as Scotch 
Peers, and the other deprived them of their feats as 
Britith Peers. ‘The refolution of 1711 was un- 
doubted!y a very great hardthip, and it had lately 

been done away, but how? Not dy refolution, but 
by an act of Parliament. In like manner, if upon 
inature confideration and deliberate dif@fflon, it 
fhould be thought right to make the refolution of 

1708-9 effectual, let it be done by due courfe of 

Parliamentary proceeding; let a bill be brought in, 
and pafs through its regular ftages, but by no means 
let the Houfe, adting judicially, decide a matter that 
involved in it the private rights of individuals. — 
Whenever the queftion, whether the right of a 

Scotch Peer, who had been created a Britifh Peer 

by patent, to vote at the election of Scotch Peers to 





ferve in Parliament came to be finally decided, there 


were other important confiderations to be decided at 
the fame time. For inftance, fappofe a Scotch Peer 


} was made a bithop, did he in that cafe Jofe his right 


to vote at an eledtion of any of the Sixteen Peers to 
fit in Parliament ? When a Scotch Peer was created 
a Britith Peer by patent, why ought his fons to be 
deemed ineligible to fit in the other Houfe ? Thefe, 
and a variety of other queltions, intimately connea- 
ed with the refolution in difcofion, his Lordthip 
faid, prefented themfelves to his mind, which confi- 
derably increafed the importance of the cafe, and 
pointed out the propriety of their Lordthips not pr& 
cipitately deciding apon the fubject- Another con- 
fideration was, What was the nature of the office of 
Lord Regifter? Was it purely judicial, or purely 
minifterial? Or was it of a mixed natyre? As he 
took it, the Lord Regifter was to record the deci- 
fons of the remnants of the Scotch Parliament, the 
tale ys wr and the Lords of Seffion ; to au- 
caticate certi i i 
slecliom vo take by his cloHkt the ffs Of toe Lae 
who voed Mis Lordthip;put thecale in different ways, 
as to thé Gifficulty of the refolution of 1708-9 being 
tranfmitted tothe Lord Regifter would occafion, whe- 
ther he were either judicial or minifterial; and contend- 
ed, that inftead of preventing futare embarraffment, 
it would caufe great increafe of difficulty to the re- 
turning officer. He afked, where was a precedent 
to be found for fuch a proceeding as was now re- 
commended to their Lordships to adopt? If it were 
of fo fimple and warrantable a nature as it had been 
reprefented, how happened it, that it had never en- 
tered into the head of any one member of the Houfe 
of Commons, when an election contelt was decided, 
to move to fénd down the ground of the decifion to 
the returning officer to be the guide of his conduét 
at future ele@ions ? His Lordthip alluded to Lord 
Loughborough’s fpeech on the former debate, when 
the queftion had been, Whether a Scotch Peer, pof- 
fefling a Britith Peerage by patent, was eligible to be 
retarned one of the Sixteen Peers? and obferved, 
that an authority, that he had quoted, had by the 
noble and learned Lord been faid to be an authority 
of little weight, as the writer in queltion had after- 
wards been put in the pillory. ‘The fad might be 
fo, but the writer in queftion had himfelf takeo his 
opinion from an authority not to be difputed,—from 
the records of the Scoteh Parliament. Why then 
would not their Lordthips wait tillthofe records could 
be confulted ? They were, he underftood, to be come 
at, and were in Edinburgh at prefent. Another 
ground on which he thought the Houfe’s coming, 
at that time, to a decifion of the queftion improper 
was, that one of the two noble Dukes involved iis it, 
was actually out of the kingdom. As two months 
had elapfed fince the election took place, he afked, 
Why had not the fubiect been brought forward foon- 
er, when the noble Duke in queltion (Duke of 


Gordon might hay hean ne oe 
he fide eee it to delign, Decaufe he well knew 


the noble Earl, who had that day made the motion, 
was infinitely above doing any thing by defiga that 
was not perfectly candid and fair; but furely the 
Houfe would not, juft on the eve of the end of the 
fetlion, without any fort of explanation given by the 
noble Earl whomade it, agree to the motion behind 
the back, and ia the abfence of the noble Duke, 
whofe rights the refolution, once agreed to, would 
materially injure. After a variety of {trong argu- 
ments of a fimilar tendency, his Lordship earneitly 
preffed the Houfe not to precipitate the motion ; de- 
claring, that although the noble Earl had done him 
the honour to put a copy of it into his hands the 
preceding day, he had been at the time engaged in 
converfation of fo arduous a nature, that he had not 
fufficiently noticed its tendency; and as the Houfe 
in general were ftrangers to it till it had been made, 
the-Houfe might be faid to have been taken by fur- 
prifé, whith furely ought not to be the cafe in a 
matter of fuch confiderable importance. 

The Earl of Hopetoun rofe to explain. His 
Lordfhip declared he had been fo fhort before, he- 
caufe the ground on which the motion ftood was fo 
ebvious, that he had-thought it unneceflary to take 
up the time of the Houfe. ‘The Earl ftated that 
the object of his motion was to enforce the refolu- 
tion of the Houfe, which their Lordthips certain- 
ly meant fhould be obeyed, and thould be the rale 
of condu@ at every election, fubfequent to, the 
time of originally pafling it. He faid, that it 
had been obeyed till inthe inftance of the late e- 
lection, when the vores of two noble Dukes, who 
had been created Britifh Barons, had been tender- 
ed and taken in the face of the refolution. He de- 
nied that it at all intruded upon the private rights of 
thofe noble Dukes ; it left their rights as entire, as 
they were before,, and pointed out to them, that if 
they thought themfelves. injured, they muft apply 
to that Houfe fora remedy. With regard to his‘ 
having come upon the Ifoufe by furprize, he beg- 
ged icave to deny that charge. He had given no- 
tice, that he fhould make a motion relative to the 
right of voting at the election of Scotch Peers to 
fit in Parliament, above ten days ago, and he knew 
not, of any obdligation upon a Peer to do more, 
when he gave a notice, than jutt ftate what the fub- 
jest was to which his motion would point. 

Earl Stanhope faid, the noble and learned Lord’s 
arguments had been extremely plaufible, and ex- 
tremely fallacious, as he. would prove, The no- 
ble and learned Lord had declared the right of 
voting for reprefentation in Parliament to be a pri- 
vate right: "Tne very reverfe was the fact.— 
The right of voting for Parliamentary Reprefen- 





tion was a public right, vefted in an individual as a

trult, to be exercifed 
community. In fupport of this dofrine, his - 
thip quoted the authority of the late Sir George 
Saville, whom he reprefented in his true li ht, as a 
man of found judgment, great know B&, “pro- 
found fagacity, and unimpeachable virtue and 
grity. Sir George, his Lordthip faid, ufed to rea- 
- thus: If the right of voting at an eleétion 
cre a private right, any individual i 
might pablicly fell it, as pe as “4 night heb 
difpofe of any other part of his private property.— 
Bat the fact is otherwife, it is a public right, velt. 
ed in him as a traftee, and he is liable to heavy pe- 
naltics if he fells it, That was, the Earl faid, the 
clear and undoubted definition of the right” of 
voting. With regard to the prefent motion, an@ 
the refolution of 1708-9, neither of them altered 
the right of the noble Dukes in queition ; they on- 
ly pointed where they thould come for a remedy, if

His 
Lordithip declated himfelf a ftrenuous advocate for 
the motion. 

Lord Sydney faid, he defpaired of doing much 
good, by the little he had.to fay, if the arguments 
of the noble-and learned, Lord on the woolfack 
had failed to make any impreflion upon the gene. 
rality of the Houfe; buat he could not fit {till and 
hear a motion perfifted in, that was fo u 
and fo unprecedented. His Lordthip then repeated 
feveral points that the Lord Chancellor had touch« 
ed upon, and urged additional arguments to enforce 
them ;° after. which, he took notice, ‘that as their 
Lordthips journals furnifhed no precedent for fach @ 
meafure, recourfe had been had to the other Houfe, 
in order to find one. He had, he faid, foent a 
great part of his life in that aflembly, confeqgently 
he was_no {tranger to its proceedings ; but he defi- 
ed any noble Lord to prove, that the Houfe of 
Commons in any one of their election decifions (and 
many of them had formerly had a good deal of fac« 


tion and party mixed with them) ever cap 


principle ought to govern the eleion of any borough 
or town in future. His Lordthip denied that the 
do@rine ftated by the noble Earl, who fpoke laft, 
had beea the opinion of Sir George Saville, with 


intimacy. His Lordihip faid, he knew the noble 
Earl who fpoke laft withed for nothing ‘mote than 
a controverfy, but he ‘would not indulge him any 
more than the noble and learned Lord on the wool- 
fack had done, and that probably for the very 
fime reafon. After a few more arguments in © 
port of the Lord Chancellor’s objedlions, his. 
fhip concluded. ' 

- Lord Kinnaird, in a very able and ingenious 
{peech, controverted the arguments of the Lord 
Chancellor and of Lord Sydney. Moft undoubted- 
ly, he faid, the refolution of 1708-9, was not alaw, 
bat it was the conftrudtion of the exifling law, as

With regard to the rights of the two noble Dukes, 
the agreeing tathe motion would not affe@ them in 
the lealt, becaufe, in his conception, they had beea 
decided upon by the refolution of 1708-9. In ane 
fwer to the challenge to prodace a precedent, his 
Lordthip faid, it’ was not to be wondered at, that 
there fhould be no precede:

He had given up his pretenfions 
to any higher title, and he had done wifely ~ he had 
got a better thing for it, Flis Lordthip fpoke re- 
markably pertinently and pointedly in fupport of the 
motion, again reminding the Houfe, before he fat 
down, that having acted upon the Refolution of 
1798-9, in the in(fance that he had mentioned, the 
Hoofe had made it part of the law of Parliament ;_ 
and therefore, in his conception, they had it not in 
their power to refcind it, even if the noble Duke, 
or rather Baron, could perfuade them to go that 
length. 

Lord Vifcount Stormont faid, the queftion had 
been fo ably and fo fully difcuitzd and fupported by 
feveral noble Lords, and efpecially by the noble 
Earl who fpoke laft, that -he would not take up much 
of the time of the Houfe by arguing the fubject at 
large. His Lordfhip then, with his wonted ability,

Lord Stormont pofitively denied that 
fach had been the fa@, and faid, he mult, as it was 
fo afferted, go more at length into the hiftory of the 
two cafes than he had intended. His Lordship 
then recapitulated the hiforical fas of thofe times, 
and relied upon them, as incontrovertible evidence 
of the truth of his argument. He took notice of 
what the Lord Chancellor had faid of the authority 
of a writer who had been afterwards. pilloried, and § 
obferved, that as they were by a moft unlucky acci- 
dent deprived of the affiftance of that great legal 
knowledge and ability, that had been fo effentially 
difplayed in elucidating the former queftion, he was 
forry to. hear any part of that noble and learned Lord’s 
fpeech alluded to in his abfence. He complimented 
the abfent and the prefent.noble and learned Lords, 
‘on their refpedtive talents, and faid, he hoped in fu- 
tare times they would be looked up to as the Lord 
Cowper and Lord Somers of their day; bat he 
could not admit that the noble and Jearned Lord on 
the Woolfack was more competent from his hiltori- 
cal knowledge to fpeak upon the A& of Union, and 
the intention of thofe who paifed the Refolution of 
1708-9, than Lord Cowper and Lord Somers, who 
took part in all thofe tranfactions, and were princi- 
pal aétors in.that glorious feene ! With regard to 
the refolution of 1708-9, it had, his Lordfhip faid, 
been acquiefced in for near eighty years ; nor had 
any clerk, till in-a Jate inftance, dared to take any 
votes declared by that refolution, to be improper : it 
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Yhould enforce the ‘Felolution by feading a copy of ie 
tothe Lord Regifter of Scotland. He owned, hg 
was a little ailonifhed to have heard it faid, that 
there was no precedent for that Houfe fending any 
one of its Refolutions to a returning officer. Such 
a declaration malt have been owing te an accidental 
Japfe of memory ; for furely it could not have been 
forgotten, that fo lately as the year 1762, feveral 
perfons laid claim to Scotch Peerages, and attempr- 
ed .to vote at the eleCtion of Sixteen’Peers ; teh. 
much that their Lordthips took notice of it, and en- 
tered into a tring of Refolations upon the fubject. 
Lord Stormont faid, he had one of them in his 
pocket, which he would read to the Houfe; his 
Lordfhip then read the words of a Refolution, fta- 
ting, ** That whereas William Alexander claims to 
vote for the election of Scotch Peers, under the title 
of Earl of Stirling, Refolyed, That no perfon call- 
ing himfelf a Scorch Peer, thal! be allowed to vote 
at an ele&ion of Scotch Peers, unlefs his pretenfions 
to the Peerage fhall have been previoufly made out 
to the fatisfaQion of this Houfe ;”’ and after feveral 


-more of a fimilar tendency, refpecting different clai- 


maats of Scotch Peerages, his Lordthip faid, there 
follewed.a Refolution, ** That copies of all the pre- 
ceding ‘Refolutions be tranfmitted to the Lord Re- 
gifter of Scotland.” is Lordthip dwelt upon this 
for fome time, and next mentioned, that one of the 
itrieg of Refolutions alluded to by him was, ‘ that 
no lift, unlefs validly figned by two witnefles, fhould 
be capable of being received.’? He put the cafe, 
Suppofe that the two noble Dukes, poflefling Britith 
Baronies, by virtue of a patent of creation, who vo- 
ted at the laft eletion, had fent in lifts not legally 
figned. In that cafe, undoubredly, their lifts would 
not have been received, and then they would have 
aG@ed in violation of two of the Refolutions of that » 
Houfe, inflead of one only. His Lordthip expa+ 
tiated upon thefe points with great force of argu- 
ment, and faid, the Noble Dukes would ftand in 
the fame predicament that they already ftood in, af- 
ter the prefent queltion was carried. He conclu- 
ded with declaring his hearty concurrence with the 
motion. ; 

Lord Douglas (Duke of Queenfberry) rofe as 
foon 2s Lord Stormont fat down, and faid, If the 
Refolution of 1708-9 was good for any thing, he 
well knew he had no ground to ftand upon ; but he 
fhould {till contend that a Refolution of that Honfe 
was net final and conclufive, and therefore, if the 
prefent motion was carried, his rights were injured 
materially ; becaufe if after the motion were to be

he thould not ftand in the fituarion he then did, as 
feveral noble Lords had contended. 
the invalidity of mere Refolutions, let the Houfe 
look to their Journals, and fee how various and 
contradidory of each other their refolutions were ;

1711, how was bis noble .anceitor (the Duke of 
Dover) dealt by ? One Refolution took away his 
yote as a Scotch Peer, the.other ook away his feat 
asa Britith Peer ; and furely he-was either a Scorch 
or a Britith Peer. He perlifted, therefore, in his 
clain to be heard by his counfel in defence of his 


rights, before a motion was carried, which fo far | 


changed the nature of thofe rights, that it would 


put him in aworfe fitaation than before, and prevent ” 


him from voting in the fir(t inftaoce. Befides; how 
fallacious was it to téll him, that ~he fhould ftand 
jult where he did, after the motion was carried, 
when the Houfe, in that cafe, would be fortified by 
their own Refolution, againit any appeal he might 
bring to their bar, aod would have nothing to do, 
but to order their refolution to be read to him, as 
binding upon themfelves, and as-a full and complete 
anfwer to all that he could have to urge. 

The Earl of Morton faid, he faw no reafon to 
prefer one Refolution of the Houfe to another 5 as 
that of 1711 had been confidered as unjult, why 
might not the other Refolution of 1708-9 de deem- 
ed liable to the fame imputation? At leaf, till he 
heard fome good reafon to the contrary, he fhould 
hold himfelf entitled fo to confider it., His Lord- 
thip obferved, that the A& of Union, directed, that 
Sixteen Scotch Peers fhould be chofen by a// the 
Scotch Peerage, to be their reprefentatives in, Par- 


liament. Why, therefore, were they ro fet up di- 
cory to an Stele aé&t of Parlia- 


ment ? 13 ; 
The-Duke of Richmond faid, It appeared tohim 
to be fo unjuft to pafs the prefent motion’in the ab- 
fence of one noble Duke, whofe rights would be 
materially affected by it; and when another noble 
Duke, ftanding in the fame fituation, defired, while 
on his legs in this plage, to be heard by his cobn- 
fel in defence of his rights, that he could ndt think 
the Houfe ought on any accountto adopt fo mon- 
{trous a meafure, efpecially when it was conlidered 
that the matter had been brought on of a fudden 
and by furprize. His Grace declared, that he wa- 
ved all confideration of his own perfonal intereft in 
the queition, and had no feruple to acknowledge 
that his private opinion was, that the refolution of 
1708-9 was a-vight one; but under the circum- 
{tances of the-cafe, he thought it moft unjuit co at- 
tempt to enforge it in fach a way: as that’propofed, 
without any petition being prefented, any complaint 
made, or any new occaficn formally ftated} vo’ swar- 
rant the Houfe in its judicial capacity t6 re-pro- 
founce its opinion. The Duke contended, that no 
judicial court ever took upon themfelves, ‘upon their 
own mere motion, and without a new cale before 
them, to promulgate a judgment long fince dcliver- 
ed. His Grace recommended a procedure by bill, 
in preference to the propofed motion, and faid, that 
would be aéting legiflatively, wifely, and jn'thy, be- 
caufe it would remove all ground of complaint of 
injury, and would afford the parties who conceived 
their tights infringed upon, abundant opportunity 
of making oat their claims in the progrefs of the bill 
through its various ftages. His Grace warmly re- 
probated the obfervation of Lord Stormont, that for 
neatly eighty. years mo Peer Wad dared attempt to 
vote; declaring that, in his opinion, every man from 


the highett'to the loweft, who thought he poffeffed

from his feat, ** (he noble Duke miftakes me; I 
never faid any fach thing.’] His Grace faid, -he 
fo underftood che noble Vifcount. He alfo took 
notice of part of Lord Denbigh’s fyeech ; and, be- 
fore he fat down, repeated his affertions, that the 
Houfe ought not, on any-confideration, to come to 
a haity and fudden decifion on a cafe of fuch magni- 
tude, and where there was no real neceflity for iuch 
extraordinary precipitation. 

Lord Denbi2h, in explanation, went over the prin- 
cipal paris of his former fpeech, and faid, he thought 
their Lordfhips would aét wifely to enforce a rdo- 
lution, which their anceltors had for fufficient rea- 
fons put upon their Journals. 

Lord Stormont faid, after fo pointed an allufon 
to what had fallen from him, as the Noblé Duke 
had «nade, he was under the neceflity of trefalling 
upon their Lordthips for a few moméesh. His 
Lordhhip then declared, that he had not talked of 
Peers daring to attempt to vote ; but had faid, that 
for nearly 80 years no clerk had dared to accept a- 
ny votes in defiance of the refolution of 1708-9 
till in the inftance of the late ele@ion. ‘The pity 
preffion, however, he begged leave to retra&, as he 
did not mean more by the words dure and defiance. 
than to exprefs the fact, that no attempt had bien 
made to vote by any Scotch Peer poffeffed of a Bri- 
tith Peerage by patent of creation, nor confequently 
had the clerks of the Lord Regiller received any 
vote fo tendered. The workings of his mind; when 
he fpoke from {trong conviction, his Lordthip faid 
naturally occafioned him to ufe {trong language ; bet 
he certainly had no intention to apply harth itring 
to any defcription of perfons, whether elevated or 
humble in their rank and fituation. He could have 
no interefted motive for fo ftrenuoufly fupporting 
the motion; he was related by blood to many of the 
Scotch Peerage, and~ intimately’ conneéted by ac- 
quaidtance and friendfhip with moit of them. ‘Phere 
were thofe, befides, as dear to him as himfelf, 4vho 
would be fufferers by the motion being cirried; (as 
far as the poffeflion of an unjuft power could be 
deemed fuffering ); for thofe who were to come after 


‘him, would fit in that Hoafe in their own right, as 


Britith Peers. 

The Duke of Richmond made a thert reply, in 
which his Grace repeated the main points of his for- 
mer argument.

Mr Adam rofe to make his promifed motion in 
behalf of the planters of Welt Florida, who, he faid, 
merited an equal, if not a greater thare of the com- 
pafionate bounty of this country, than the more fuc- 
cefsful claimants of Eaft Florida. ‘he former had 
not only moft loyally withftood all the prefling foli- 
citations of the Americans, to join the confederacy 
of the United States, and declare themfelves inde- 
pendent ; but had fuffered very materially for their 


refufal, by the depredations of the Americans on 


their property, both by féa and land. Added to 
which, thofe- neglected fubje€ts had, with a bravery 
and loyalty fcarcely to be paralleled, repelled, for a 
very confiderable length of time, the united afins of 
France and Spain; to which, after a {truggle, 
which would ever refle& honouf apon their exer- 
tions, they were compelled to yield. Great Britain 
owed much, he obferved, to the gallantry of thefe 
loyal people, who, by fuftaining fo long a liege, di- 
verted the enemy’s force employed apgainft them, 
from attacking any other part of his Majelty’s do- 
minions.

His Lordthip wihhed to fee it carried through with 
good humour next feilion, and faid he fhould be 
glad to get rid of the bufinefs. 

_ Mr Brandling was happy to find, that proper 
tinre would be taken in a bufinefs of fo mach impor- 
tance, and hoped that all patties would uoire for the 
general good of the trade. 

Sir Afatthew White Ridley and Mr Wiserfarce 
declared, that Mr Pitt had done a favour to the 
country, by putting a further flop to the progrefs of 
the bill at prefent. The tecond reading of it was 
therefore poftponed to this day three months.

Baron d’Averhoult halted, in order 
to arrange his corps for fuflaining the attack, when 
they were fired upon by a party in ambufeade, whom > 
it was impoilible to difcover from a turning in the 
road ; and this difcharge was initantly followed by 
afecond The burgeffes, having recovered from the
